ALEXANDRIA, July 5 (AP). — 
Enemy planes dropped a large 
number of bombs today in another 
attempt to hit warships in Alex-| 
andria harbor, but were driven to 
sea by terrific bursts of anti-air- 
craft fire from both warship and 
coastal defense batteries. Both 
British and French warships lay 
in the harbor. 

In two attacks yesterday Italian 
planes killed 15 . persons - and 
wounded seven. The bomber 
squadron swept over the western 
harbor from the Dodecanese Is- 
lands and dropped nearly 40 bombs. 
British officials said most of the 
bombs fell harmlessly into the sea. 

Several struck a customs build- 
ing and the Mahmoudieh Canal in 
Alexandria. One bomb fell 10 


miles west of Alexandria. Anti-air- 
craft fire shook the entire port 
area. 

The raids came about the time 
it was disclosed in London that the 
British had refused permission to 
French warships to leave Alexan- 
dria and return to home ports in 
compliance with the French-Ger- 
man armistice.

FASCISTS BOMB 
MALTA AIR FIELD 


ROME, July 5 (AP).—The Ital- 
ian high command announced to- 
day that a formation of Italian 
fighting planes had “effectively 
bombed” British ships near the 
Bay of Alexandria, Egypt, and 
scored several hits. 

Another squadron, the daily com- 
munique reported, carried out “a 
brilliant machine-gun attack on the 
air field of Halfar, Malta, putting 
out of action eight planes resting 
there.” 

“One of our naval reconnaissance 
planes attacked a British cruiser 
and shot down in combat a fighter 
plane which attempted to oppose 
the action,” the communique said. 

“In East Africa, our troops, hav- 
ing repulsed an attack on Metem- 
ma, dashed to counterattack, oc- 
cupying the fortified position of 
Gallabat in Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
territory. Farther north, after ene- 
my resistance was overcome, Kas- 
salla was occupied.” . 

Italian authorities said the cap- 
ture of Kassalla in the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Sudan was extremely impor- 
tant from strategic, economical and 
political viewpoints. 

Italy has claimed Kassalla-was 
taken from it in the delimitation 
of the borders between Sudan and 
East Africa in 1891. The Italians 
occupied Kassalla in a move to pro- 
tect Eritrea during the revolt of 
the Sudanese Dervishes in 1894. It 
was ceded to Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan by treaty in 1907.

PARIS, July 5 (via Berlin).— 
(AP).—Paris has settled into the 
kind of life it may live until a 
peace treaty is signed. 
Since war has swept through it, 


this city is vastly changed from the 
gay and brilliant center of world 
pleasure which Americans knew 
only a year ago. 

Its buildings, cafes, parks and 
monuments remain, but two-thirds 
of its population is scattered over 
France and the German troops are 
in occupation. 

The occupation has 
harsh. 

The French municipal adminis- 
tration carries on with its own po- 
lice. Frenchmen who have to deal 
with the authorities deal with 
Frenchmen. 

What laws have been laid down 
by the Germans are enforced by 
the French. Neutral observers have 
seen no French opposition or dis- 
obedience. The populace appears too 
thoroughly defeated to think of 
anything but acceptance. 

Nazis Supervise Police. 

The police force has been divided 
into three sections, each headed by 
a German Colonel. 

German soldiers and officers may 
be seen everywhere, taking a tour- 
ist’s interest in the city. 

During the day, German planes 
drone constantly overhead and de- 
tachments of Nazj troops march 
through the streets. 

In the little cafes the German 
soldiers sing lustily. Some of the 
officers have brought their families 
to Paris and a movie has been in- 
stalled for the army, showing Ger- 
man films. * 

French motion picture theaters 
are open, but they have only old 
French films.

They have 
to be worked out by him in con- 
jection with the legislature, and 
that takes a long time. It requires 
several months at the least and 
years at the most. 

Then, ‘after legislation has been 
enacted it has another place in 
which a check is exercised — the 
courts.

expected was that the French Gov-

As the House will remember, we 
offered to give full release to the

This was not done, but on the 
contrary, in spite of every kind of

from the Bordeaux Government.

Killing Girl. 


A hearing will be held in St. Louis 
County Juvenile Court next Fri- 
day to determine whether William 
Louis Fuller III, 15-year-old delin- 
quent, who has alternately admitted 


and denied that he killed Ruth 
Gornek, should be tried in Juvenile 
Court or under the regular crim- 
inal code 

An information formally charg- 
ing the youth with the murder has 
been filed in Juvenile Court by 
Ralph Smith, County Probation Of- 
ficer. It asks that he be declared 
delinquent by virtue of the murder. 

Circuit Judge John J. Wolfe, who 
is presiding in Juvenile Court, has 
appointed two lawyers, Amandus 
Brackman and J. C. Hoester, to 
represent young Fuller at the hear- 
ing, after having been informed by 
the youth’s father that he was with- 
out funds to hire counsel. 

Miss Gornek, also 15 years old, 
was found beaten and strangled to 
death on June 26 in a patch of 
weeds near Heman Park swimming 
pool in University City. Last Sun- 
day Fuller signed a statement that 
it was he who had hit her with a 
granite block and tied the skirt of 
her playsuit around her neck. 

Fuller is held in the juvenile 
quarters at Clayton Jail, where he 
has spent his time reading chil- 
dren’s books given him by Smith. 
They are standard wooks, differinz 
considérably from stories in pulp 
magazines which previously formed 
the bulk of his reading matter. 

Samuel W. Greenland, general 
manager of the Public Service Cu., 
‘which owns the property on which 
Miss Gornek’s body was found, said 
that immediate steps were being 
taken to cut the weeds there.

NEW WABASH PLAN

Proposal Filed for Further Cut 
in Capitalization and 
Fixed Charges. 


A new plan of reorganization for 
the Wabash Railroad, in Federal re- 
ceivership since Dec. 1, 1931, which 
provides for further cuts in capitali- 
zation and fixed interest charges, 
was filed in United States District 


Court today 

It provides also for : rearranged 
allocation of new securities and 
distribution of income intend- 
ed to resolve disputes between 
the RFC and banks as holders of 
$21,070,993 in receivers’ certificates 
on the one hand and mortgage 
trustees and bondholders’ groups 
on the other. 

In this connection the treatment 
accorded underlying and divisional 
mortgage bonds, the receivers say, 
reflects their judgment as to what 
each group would receive under ap- 
plieation-of a sound formula for 
segregation of earnings of the rail- 
road property by mortgage sections. 

Under the new plan, capitaliza-

Napo- 
leon had this idea in 1807, when 
he made almost’ simultaneous 
threats against Portugal and Den- 
mark with the object of acquiring 
the not inconsiderable fleets of 
those countries. Great Britain was 
at peace with Denmark but never- 
theless sent immediately a naval 
and military expedition to demand 
surrender of the Danish fleet “in 
pledge” until the close of the war. 
The Danes offered resistance, Co- 
penhagen was bombarded into sur- 
render, and 18 line-of-battle ships 
and 20 smaller ships, with all the 
equipment of the Danish naval ar- 
senal, were seized and taken to 
England. 


Old Epithets Used Again. 


The expressions employed by 
French writers of the time in de- 
scribing this procedure sound oddly 
like those now emanating from 
Berlin with regard to the action 
at Oran; such epithets as coward- 
ly, odious, perfidious, shameless, be- 
trayer of friendship and so on were 
freely applied to the British Min- 
istry. Nevertheless, Napoleon did 
not get the Danish fleet. 

In the present instance, British 
apprehensions appear to have been 
of a similar nature. Just as the 
addition of the Danish and Portu- 
guese fleets to that of France in 
1807 would have given the French 
at least a numerical superiority in 
European waters, so the addition 
of the French navy intact to those 
of Germany and Italy, would have 
given the axis a numerical superi- 
ority over Great Britain. 


The situation of the 
Mediterranean fleet might have 
been particularly grave, cut off 
from home and faced by the Italian 
plus the French fleets, outnumber- 
ing it heavily. 
This is, of course, discounting the 
time factor and presuming either 
that the Germans could promptly 
have manned the French fleet 
themselves, which is doubtful, or 
that they could have forced the 
French crews to handle the ships. 
It is probable that the British were 
looking -beyond immediate exigen- 
cies, looking to the day, perhaps 
a year or more hence, when the 
heavier French units might have 
been brought into action by Ger- 
man crews, for a struggle for the 
command of the North Atlantic. 
At any rate, the time to prevent 
such a contingency was obviously 
now, while there was still oppor- 
tunity to prevent the French ships 
being handed over. The net result 
appears to have been about as fol- 
lows:

Three battleships 
and two destroyers were accounted 
for at Oran. One battleship, five 
destroyers and some other small 
craft escaped to Toulon; this bat- 
tleship was damaged. Two cruisers 
and eight submarines are in the 
Far East. Unaccounted for are 
France’s one aircraft carrier (a sea- 
plane tender was destroyed at Oran 
and has been mistakenly called a 
carrier in some dispatches), nine 
cruisers, about 40 destroyers, an 
unknown number of submarines 
and a few escort vessels, 


The ships unaccounted for would 
make a formidable but not a de- 
cisive addition to the axis fleets. 
Some of the French destroyers are 
very large and fast ships, power- 
fully armed, which would be excel- 
lent for raiding convoys against 
the smaller British destroyers. How- 
ever, a number of French ships are 
at sea or in distant ports, accord- 
ing to British statements, and there 
may still be ships which will be 
gathered in to reduce the number 
of Germany’s possibie acquisitions. 


Unfinished Ships. 


There remain to be considered 
the ships under construction. 
quite possible, and this contingency 
was no doubt taken into account 
by the British Government, that 
indignation at the attack on the 
Oran squadron. may cause French 
naval engineers and workmen to 
seek revenge on “perfidious  Al- 
bion” by completing the ships now 
in French dockyards for use either 
by the Germans or for French co- 
operation with the Germans. Of 
four battleships under  construc-

Two others, 
the Clemenceau and Gascogne, 
were still ‘half finished on the 
stocks. To these two battleships 
must be added two aircraft car- 
riers, three cruisers, eight destroy- 
ers, 13 submarines and 20 escort 
vessels. 

The Germans will have eat 
difficulty in manning any large 
surface ships, but, as ovserved, we 
do not yet know to what lengths 
French indigation may carry; the 
possibility of the Petain Govern- 
ment’s joining Germany in an at- 
tack on Great Britain cannot, ac- 
cording to present indications, be 
wholly discounted.

Nazis Reported to Have Used Threat of Con- 
centration Camps — Hitler’s Strategem

The reason for the explosion is 
not hard to trace. It lies in an- 
nouncement from Berlin that “con- 
centration camps will be established 
for the famil‘es of French sailors 
who resist” the Germans—presuma- 
bly even to the extent of turning 
their ships over to the English. We 
know all about those concentration 
camps; there is plenty of testimony 
from the days before the war about 
what happened to Jews and op- 
ponents of the Hitler regime _ in 
them. The French sailors faced the 
delightful prospect of knowing that 
their wives, parents and children 
would certainly be starved and tor- 
tured if they did anything else than 
what they did. It is the old Nazi 
game of banditry. 


Nor are the British to be blamed. 
Everyone knows perfectly well that 
Hitler’s promise not to use the 
French ships against England was 
wind. What he was undoubtedly 
playing for was exactly what hap- 
pened—a situation in which French 
ships would be forced to fight Brit- 
ish ships. Undoubtedly the Ger- 
man hope was that this would so 
arouse France that a declaration 
of war against England could be 
made with some color of justice by 
the Petain Government. -It may 
be that the Nazis will now force 
such a declaration whether the Pe- 
tain Government wishes to make it 
or not. The whole business repre- 
sents one more triumph for Nazi 
political methods.

What three? We are not 
told, but it marks a remarkable 
spirit of daring on the part of the 
Admiralty, amounting almost to 
rashness, to move in on four 
French battleships with three Brit- 
ish while the Italian fleet was 
known to be not far away. The 
only adequate explanation would 
appear to be that the three hattle- 
ships were something pretty spe- 
cial—quite possibly units of the 
brand-new King George V class, 
35,000 tonners with extraordinary 
armor protection. Two of this class 
at least ought to be fully ready by 
now, and their 14-inch guns would 
outrange those of the French ships 
in Oran harbor, which would help 
to account for the fact that the 
British suffered so little damage 
as the result of their summary ac- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, there remains a good 
deal of the French fleet unaccount- 
ed for. The big new battleship 
Jean Bart, with one of its turrets 
still not installed was at Casablan- 
ca, on the Western coast of Africa. 
Nothing has been heard from it, 
and it was probably the most valua- 
ble unit of all, except its sister-ship 
the Richelieu, whose status is also 
uncertain. 


But all told, and in spite of the 
brilliance with which the British 
handled their ships, the result can- 
not but be regarded as a severe 
English defeat. They have gained 
two battleships in English har- 
bors, and one at Alexandria, for

Less than a month ago, Britain 
was offering the faltering French even more than an 
alliance—an actual union of the two nations, with a 


common government and, for all Frenchmen, full | 


rights as British citizens. Hitler can enjoy a 
malevolent chuckle as he sees the two nations’ naval 
forces now at each other’s throats as an aftermath 
of his victory over France. 

War is the grand climax of all crimes and cruelties. 
Despite its elaborate international codes, it is in 
reality governed by only one law—nature’s first law 
of self-preservation. It was in accordance with 
this law’s dictates that the British made their de- 
cision to take the French fleet by force if its use 
against them could not be prevented otherwise. 

The action at Oran, painful though it was to the 
British, is nevertheless a substantial victory for their 
arms, virtually the only victory they have been able 
to claim in long and eventful weeks. British sea 
power has demonstrated that it is a force that must 
still be reckoned with, although how much it will 
count for in the coming Nazi assault, with its vast 
concentration of aerial might, remains to be seen. 
British leadership has proved itself capable of vig- 
orous and decisive action, in striking contrast with 
the course that for so long allowed the Nazis to take 
the initiative on every front. 

The completeness of the French capitulation, and 
the degradation of a once proud and powerful na- 
tion, are tragically shown by this episode. Before 
they quit the war, French leaders had solemnly prom- 
ised Britain that their fleet would never be allowed 
to fall into German hands._ Instead, they joineu in 


some evil spell, and ordered the fleet’s surrender. 

Perhaps these tools of a ruthless conqueror, trust- 
ing in the Nazi bond, hope to purchase some mercies 
t- this abject action. The despicable Nazi method of 
threats against naval men’s helpless families was 
doubtless an important influence. Perhaps there is an 
element of ill will against the British for their short- 
comings while France still fought. Perhaps out- 
right treason plays its sinister part. 

But whatever the reason, Hitler’s hand is strength- 
ened by this split between the former allies. When 
British guns bombard French men 0’ war—a spec- 
tacle the world has pot seen since Trafalgar—when 
a complete diplomatic breach makes captive France 
an open enemy of its former ally, Hitler wins another 
victory without the spilling of German blood. Britain 
gains a naval advantage, but at a cost indicated by 
Winston Churchill’s unabashed tears as he told the 
news to his people.

ONCE A YEAR, however, “dol- 
lar publicity” backfires on the mo- 
tion picture industry just as it did 
this week when the United States 
Treasury Department published its 
list of highest corporation salaries 
Once again it was dis- 
closed that the movie-makers were 
in too many instances paying 
wages all out of proportion to re- 
turns received. 

This annual outpouring of salary 
figures, always banner-lined inthe 
public prints, hits Hollywood like 
a bombshell this year. The stag- 
gering statistics are slapped back: 
at a moment when the industry 
is weeping salty tears over its “im- 
poverished” condition. The world 
market, representing 30 per cent 
of the movie’s total groos, is gone 
with the blitzkrieg. Budgets are 

eing chopped. Stenographers and 
messenger boys are being fired 
indiscriminately. On some lots 
even a few of the relatives have 


been given notice. 
So, Hollywood doesn’t take a bit 


kindly to the figures just released. | 


On the whole, salaries paid in 1938 | 
unquestionably are tne highest ever 
bestowed on screen performers: in 
any period. It is unfortunate, 
studio heads declare, that thev 
must be given out at this time of 
“crisis.” Analysis of the Govern- 
ment’s report reveals interesting 
idiosyncrasies in distribution of 
the movie dollar. For instance: 

MR. AND MRS. George Temple, 
parents and guardians of Shirley, 
received checks from Twentieth 
Century-Fox totaling $192,166 for 
overseeing services. Shirley her- 
self got only $114,848. 

Warner Baxter, 48-year-old lead-| 
ing man, earned $279,000 in 1938) 
for making three pictures of ques-' 
tionable boxoffice value.

IF MONEY TALKS, then 
Charles Boyer is actually’ the 
screen’s modern “perfect lover” and 
the celluloid soulmate of millions of 
feminine fans.

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Singing Team 
Puts Old Thrills 


In 'New Moon’ 
By Colvin McPherson 


ACK at the scene of their first 
B triumpn, New Orleans, Jeanette 

MacDonald and Nelson Eddy 
are to be heard, and seen, at Loew’s 
Theater in a richly melodic duet 
called “New Moon,” an adaptation 
of the popular Sigmund Romberg 
operetta. 

For the same_ reason that 
“Naughty Marietta” was ideal for 
the team, so’is “New Moon.” The 
period is the same, that of French 
rule in Louisiana, the costumes are 
similar, the music offers the same 
opportunities. The mere blending 
of voices of the two singers, when 
the title and credit lines are being 
run off at the beginning of the 
picture, is sufficient to send thrills 
of delightful recollection through 
the audience. 

“Wanting You” steps into first 
place among the show's song suc- 
cesses, with one of the most excit- 
ing renditions in the history of the 
screen. “Lover, Come Back to Me” 
is edged into the background and 
that bitter lament, “Softly, As in a 
Morning Sunrise,” becomes comedy 
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relief, strange to say. But com- 
pensations have been made and 
they are more than sufficient.” 
“One Kiss” and “Stout-Hearted 
Men” are done in the best orfho- 
dox manner. 

Changes have been made in the 
script, too, but most of them are 
to the good and the sly comedy 
sense of Jacques Deval, author of 
“Tovarich” is apparent many times. 
“New Moon” is more French than 
it was in its previous version, more 
human. Marianne Beaumanoir is 
no longer pure haughtiness but a 
well-bred young French woman who 
finds her new butler just too fasci- 
nating for words. Incidentally, this 
is one of the few occasions on 
which Miss MacDonald has played 
with much subtlety. Often her char- 
acterization is delightful in itself, 
singing or no singing. 

Eddy, as the fugitive Duke tem- 
porarily in service of the lovely 
Marianne, has the aristocratic pol- 
ish, the comedy skill, the mascu- 
line appeal and many other quali- 
ties he needs. His pee: will not 
be disappointed. 

In fact, almost no coukpladn can 
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be made against the production by| 
anyone who likes operetta in the 
romantic form, elaborately ~— 
well played and superbly sung. Per- 
haps in some sequences, which stick 
too close to the artificialities of 
the stage production, “New Moon” 
becomes a little tedious. Such in- 
stances are very few and may be 
overlooked, 

“Out West With the Peppers” 1s 
the second featuré which Loew's 
brought in yesterday. It allows the 
children who compose this family 
group to drain a molasses barrel, 
bring a skunk in the house and 
finally sets them adrift on a raft 
riding down the rapids. 

“You’re Not So Tough,” the Dead 
End Kids’ comedy drama at the St. 
Louis, has a satisfactory amount of 


wisecracking and a thrilling finish 
in which the former New York de- 
linquents save a widow’s fruit and 
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vegetable crop in California. But it 
is interesting in addition for the 
very sincere performance of Rosina 
Galli as the widow and for a little 
sentimental appeal as well. On the 
same program is:a Boris Karloff 
thriller, “The Man With Nine 
Lives,” in which Karloff experi- 
ments with frozen therapy, keeps 
himself on ice for 10 years and, 
when awakened, makes life danger- 
ous for a half-dozen other people.

“The place abounds in aviators, 
from the $12,000,000 naval base at 
Kodiak, the experimental air bases 
at Fairbanks and Nome, and now 
the Civil Aeronautics school, be- 
sides all those attached to the com- 
mercial airlines. There are inter- 
esting mining engineers, prospec- 
tors and men engaged in all kinds 
of businesses. Men invariably love 
Alaska and women do their utmost 
to make up for the sort of life they 
would enjoy in the States. 

“The tourist trade: is becoming 
terrific. I am told you have to 
make steamer reservation three 
months in advance now. We have 
such thrills as when last summer 
the Duke of Southerland put into 
our harbor in his private yacht and 
entertained townspeople aboard. 
We have all kinds of winter sports, 
including a fine ski jump. In sum- 
mer we fish, play golf, go on hikes 
and feast our eyes on the scenic 
grandeur everywhere. 

“People shut off from the out- 
side world are apt to be inordinate- 
ly sociable and Anchorage is no ex- 
ception. We have annual fiestas, 
such as the Fur Rendezvous, when 
the trappers bring in their pelts 
for the big auction. There is al- 
ways a ball, the crowning of a 
queen, of course, thg staging of 
native dances and the blanket toss. 
Christmas eve we make a night of 
it, going from house to house for 
Tom and Jerry and taking in the 
big free-for-all feast provided by 
the Anchorage Hotel.” 

Speaking of the natives, Miss 
Brown paid tribute to their skill 
at arts and crafts. A bracelet she 
wore of native workmanship was 
exquisite. It was made of links 
carved of walrus ivory into tiny 
northern animals and put together 
with other links of prehistoric ivory 
from a mastodon’s tusks. 
lace was of miniature clothespins 
which it had been an Eskimo’s 
fancy to imitate in ivory. 
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OBODY needs to be told that 
N these are trying days for most 

of us. We cannot help but be 
distressed by the current news. If 
we try to forget for a moment we 
are drawn back into the noise and 
confusion and fear. The children 
catch the excitement and they too 
are nervous and jumpy and excit- 
able. They talk too much and too 
shrilly..

How we are to get it is what con- 
cerns us all. How are we to keep 
calm, control the fear and the an- 
ger and the desire to do something 
—anything—that rises in us. We 
must find the way. As always, the 
best way to rid oneself of an,un- 
healthy thought is to replace it with 
a healthy one. The thought we have 
to fight is fear—fear for ourselves 
and those dear to us; fear for our 
way of life; fear for our ideals and 
our possessions and our dearest 
concerns. 

Stop being afraid of being 
courageous. What have we to fear 
but our own weakness? Why need 
we be weak? We are doing what 
is right and right makes might 
because God is right. We are hat- 
ing nobody, threatening nobody. We 
are holding fast to what is good 
and for that we will fight and, if 
need be, die. That settled, we go 
steadily ahead doing what is in our 
hearts to do as decent, loyal citi- 
zens of these United States. 

Once we have decided on our 
course and put the whole weight 
of our faith behind it, we gain 
that inner calm—that peace—that 
is our strength. Once past fear we 
stand firmly on our faith in our 
principles, our rightfulness and our 
work. 

Teach the children just that. There 
is nothing to fear because we are 
doing what we believe to be right. 
We have stopped questioning. We 
have set our course. The next thing 
to do is to put the whole strength 
of our bodies and souls into what- 
ever work is needed and get to it, 
sparing nothing. 

And don’t forget to direct the 
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children to God. God is our word 
for goodness, that infinite good- 
ness that rules this universe, that 
holds the universe in order and 
that will not fail to maintain or- 
der on this earth. Teach them to 
pray and to work while they pray. 
“Prayer is the soul’s sincere desire, 
uttered and unexpressed.” 

Teach the children that they do 
not have to go to church or to stop 
work to pray. They have but to 
allow their souls’ sincere desire to 
possess them and direct them, and 
their prayers will be effectual. They 
will know that inner calm that is 
the impregnable power of the spirit. 

Get it for yourself first. Look 
beyond the noise and the confu- 
sion, beyond the selfishness and 
the hatreds, to where the shining 
ideal of human decency, human 
sacrifice for spiritual values, hu- 
man devotion to the common good 
stands heaven-high for our behold- 
ing. Know that error cannot live.

“West led the heart ten, My jack 
held and my dear, sweet, precious 
partner immediately took the club 
finesse to her jack. West won and, 
not unnaturally discouraged about 
the heart situation and seeing very 
little nourishment in the diamond 
suit, made the obvious-switch to the 
queen of spades. Need I say that we 
lost four spade tricks, our contract, 
the game, and eventually the rub- 
ber? 

“I very gently pointed out that 
the club finesse was a bad play— 
that the ace and king should have 
been laid down as a safety measure 
—and an avalanche hit me! Milady 
accused me of everything from dou- 
ble-dummy cr'ticism to peeking into 
West’s hand and noting the un- 
guarded condition of his queen, 
with, of course, a lot of plain and 
fancy adjectives to’ embroider her 
point of view.

And, mind you, this 
is no time for chivalry! L B., 
New York.”

3notrump Pass 


I have an uneasy feeling that my 
criticism of declarer’s play will not 
be nearly strong enough for my cor- 
respondent, who obviously is out 
for blood, . 

It is quite true that correct tech- 
nique called for the laying down of 
the ace and king of clubs, rather 
than taking the finesse. If the 
club queen was in East’s hand, 
where the finesse would succeed, 
declarer was in no danger. But 
for that very reason she should 
have cashed the ace and king, fully 
willing to let East then make his 
club queen if he had it. East could 
not attack spades, hence there was 
ho danger in giving him the lead. 
And declarer needed only three, not 
four, club tricks to insure her con- 
tract. The crucial point was to take 
all possible precautions against 
West getting on lead. Obviously, 
these included guarding against a 
doubleton or singleton club queen 
in West’s hand—the only condition 
declarer could control. 

But in all fairness it must be ad- 
mitted that this sort of safety play 
is not generally known or appreci- 
ated, hence I cannot be too harsh 
on the alleged “amazon.” And any- 
way, just incidentally, why didn’t 
my correspondent make the correct 
opening bid—one no  trump—and 
play the hand himself?
